ThisTmstitution ha- been call­ 
ed the seed from which the Universi­ 
ty of Missouri grew. 
In accordance with published 
an ­ 
nouncements which had appeared 
in 
the Missouri Intelligencer during the 
preceding 
month, 
the 
college was 
formally started on its brief, though 
important career, with 
public cere­ 
mony. “At an early hour”, the Intel­ 
ligencer records, “ many citizens 
a s­ 
sembled at the 
Court 
House, 
and 
were form» d into a procession 
under 
thr command of Capt. D. H. 
Hick­ 
man, who had been previously 
ap ­ 
pointed marshal of the 
day. 
They 
then 
proci • ded 
to the Presbyterian 
church, w i ere the ceremony of 
in­ 
auguration took place. 
It is seldom 
we have witnessed a more interest­

legislation from time to time. 
T here is m aintained in the W ash­ 
ington office a 
rehabilitation

man who has a double duty to

He is responsible to our or­ 
ganization for the am ount of money 
recovered in the United States fo r the 
disabled veterans. 
He is ably as sist­
